Public By Chamber 
Of Commerce 


Two - thinl.s of Santa Ana’s 
downtown merchants today slap¬ 
ped flown a proposal to place auto 
parklnK meters on the main busi¬ 
ness streets. 

The parkins meter plan for 
Santa Ana had been pu.shed by 
'’ouncilman Ernest H. I.ayton. But 
the actual fipurcs on a survey of 
fiowuitown merchants mafle by the 
retail ilivision of the chamber of 
commerce will be transmitted to 
the city council, informing the 
city officials of the contrary atti- 
tiifie of the merchants. 

Official announcement of the 
results of the survey made today 
confirmed an exclusive article in 
yesterfiay's .fournal. 

Official Figures 

'I'abulated results of the survey 
revealed that 66.3 per cent of the 
merchants opposed the parking 
meters outright. Questionnaires 
were answered by 193 merchants. 
There were 128 votes opposing the 
meters and hut 65 favoring. And 
of the 65 favoring the meters, hut 
24 favored full coverage of the 
business section with the meters. 
The other 41 merchants favored 
only a trial in a limited area. 

The figures released today by 
the retail divl.sion of the chamber 
of commerce were compiled in a 
survey made tay a committee 
headed hy Ivie Stein, prominent 
local merchant. It was pointed 
out that the parking meter prob¬ 
lem is .strictly a problem for the 
downtown retail merchants. 

Ne.w Angles Se^m 

Many interesting phases of the 
parking .situation came to light as 
a result of the questionnaire sub¬ 
mitted to the merchants. 

One of the que.stions asked was 
this; Do you or your employes park 
your cars on the towntown streets 
'all (lay, within a radius of three 
blocks from Fourth and Broad- 
v/ay or P’ourth and Main streets? 
Forty-niJie said yes, 156 sai'l ro. 
It was believed, however, that this 
question might have been misun¬ 
derstood, Vjccaus(! the question 
specified “all day” and not part 
of the day. 

In answer to the question as to 
whether the merchants would sup¬ 
port voluntarily a plan to keep 
employer and employe cars from 
the streets in the business section, 
177 said they would and 19 said 
they would not. 

Parking Lot 1,'se 

The total number of employer 
and employe curs on the streets 
as shown in the survey was 110, 
Parking meter manufacturers had 
estimated that the figure was 
doser to 800. Other unofficial 
•stimates ran around 400 to 500. 

Answering a question as to 
A'hether employers or employes 
use parking lot facilities, 109 said 
they did and 82 .said they did not. 
it was shown that 242 cars in this 
■ lass are concerned.

Crowds, returning to work aft¬ 
er the week-end, jammed subway 
and surface car .systems, serious¬ 
ly taxing those branches of the 
transportation network which was 
crippled by the walkout of 2.1,0000 
busmen demanding shorter hours. 

The drop in coronation grand¬ 
stand seat prices affected luxury 
accommodations principally, 
though some speculators believed 
f re would be a last-minute rush 
of buying. 

Some Oxford street flats, for 
which as much as $1000 had been 
asked, were adverti.sed today for 
half that amount. 

Several large seating agencies 
said they were sold out of $25 
scats, but still were holding a big 
number of the better seat.s, which 
are priced from $100 to $200. 

While speculators worried about 
the lessening demand for seats, 
ministry of labor officials worried 
about the bus strike which, If it 
continue.s, would make even more 
difficult the handling of corona¬ 
tion throngs.

WASHI.NGTON. (-RI - The hou.se 
judiciary committee yesterday ap- 
proyed a proposed congressional 
inve.stigation of the motion picture 
industry to ascertain whether ma¬ 
jor producers and exhibitors are 
violating anti-trust laws. 

The committee, which would be 
authorized to make the investiga¬ 
tion under terms of a resolution in¬ 
troduced by Repre.sentative Hobbs 
(D., Ala.), referred the proposal to 
the rules committee, recommend¬ 
ing consideration by the house. 

The Hobbs resolution would di¬ 
rect the investigators to look into 
activities of the Motion Picture 
Producers and Distributors of 
America, Inc., headed by Will H. 
Ha.y.s, former postmaster general. 

(.lharges have been made by in¬ 
dependent exhibitors, Hobbs .said, 
that the Hays organization has at¬ 
tempted to monopolize the indus¬ 
try through compulsory block 
booking, blind .selling, withholding 
of pictures from independent thea¬ 
ters, and allocation of pictures to 
controlled theaters. 

Hobbs al-so said charges had 
been marie that theater-owning 
producers were acquiring inde¬ 
pendent theaters with a view to 
gaining control of the industry.

tura ami Tular'c. 

Typical Er|ui[>rneiit 

F'ollowing the .January fr’eeze the 
eitr'us industry reque.ste.rl the uni¬ 
versity to cofvluct a study to de- 
t(irmine what type of heating pro¬ 
duced the best results. Many or¬ 
chards with ’ypical heater equip¬ 
ment will be visited by agents of 
the university to secure finst-hand 
data on fuel consumption, number 
of heater's per acre, type of heat¬ 
ers, method of distribution, fuel 
.stor*age and availability, minimum 
temjieratures within and outside 
the heated ar*eas and costs in¬ 
volved. I>ater In the season recorrls 
of packing and grading of fruit, 
will be compilerl from the .same! 
orchar’ds. i 

The surwey. compri.sing the prin-. 
cipal citr-us gr'owing areas in Cali¬ 
fornia, will furnish a basis for 
future improvements in heating I 
equipment, since many of the! 
shortcomings of pr*esent equipment' 
will be brought to light. Research j 
by the Ilniveesity of C'aljfornia| 
division of agricultural engineer¬ 
ing will augment the endeavors of 
private enterprise to bring ef¬ 
fective impr’ovements in the field 
of frost pr’otertion.

Sonn^ rdd 
type heater's need certain simple 
adjustments that would involve

smoke if not properly handled and 
regulated. 

Most of the smoke nuisance can 
be satisfaetorily controlled by the 
grower if h<‘ uses lieaters with 
gfx>d combustion facilities and 
regulates them i*i'operly. the farm 
advi.sor .said. 

Results of the heater .survey and , 
r'esearch recommendation will be 
made availatile through field dem¬ 
onstrations by the extension serv¬ 
ice early next fall, it was an-^ 
nounced. I

Flower Lore 
Of Japan 
Is Told 


“In Japan my master taught us 
to consider the flower va.se a 
stage,” aald little Mias Akemi Togo 
last night aa she appeared in color¬ 
ful Japanese attire before Junior 
Ebell to explain to its members 
the principals of stylized flower 
arrangement as practiced in the 
land of the cherry blossoms. 

“Therefore,” she continued in her 
fluent yet primly accented Eng¬ 
lish,” our flowers are the actons. 
There must be principal charac¬ 
ters, and minor chararters, and a 
good background.” 

She went on to explain that to 
the Nipponese, flower arrangement 
is a highly developed, e.ssential art. 
It is studied from childhood, and 
to the educated person, a bowl of 
properly arranged hlossom.s not | 
only indicates the character of its j 
owner, hut tells a story. A little 
boat shaped vase with prow turned 
to the right instantly informs the 
visitor that a traveler is expected 
home.

At4t Bums was in Los Angeles where 
he had built up a local radio repu¬ 
tation by broadcasting for nothing. 
At his wife's urging, he took the fliv¬ 
ver and his last $10 and chugged to 
New York. Here Rudy Vallce rec¬ 
ognized his genius, put him on his 
program and Burns was **made.'* 


Fat radio and screen contracts fol¬ 
lowed. Success and wealth came at 
last—tragedy,too. His wife of 1 3 lean 
years died. But Burns carried on for 
their son. Today Bob is a screen and 
stage star earning $34t,000 plus, a 
vear, and acknowledged as the greatest 
humorous story teller in America.

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What the Underworld Is 

TUST how vast a business is crime we often fail to com- 

prehend. J. Edgar Hoover, the G-man chieftain, in a 
recent talk gave some figures which make a graphic pic¬ 
ture. He said; 

“I wonder if you have a true appreciation of v/hat 
this underworld contains. You have in I’hiladelphia a 
large and capacious stadium in which I have been privi¬ 
leged to witness some marvelous games of football. All 
of you have seen this stadium. You have looked from 
side to side at vast rows and serrations of humanity 
crowded upon the high-flung tiers of seats. 

“Let us change this picture from the excitement of a 
college football game to the sullen moroseness of crim¬ 
inality. We will forget the cheers and shouts of contest 
and replace them by sneers, by scowls, by mlitterings. 
Let us throw away the pennants and put in their place 
revolvers, automatic pistols, knives and machine guns; 
and, above all, let us enlarge that stadium. Let us en¬ 
large it until its width is fifty times that of its present 
dimension, until its length is equally fifty times the pres¬ 
ent length. 

“Let us raise the.se seats tier upon tier until they 
tower to the height of a skyscraper. Let us crowd the 
exits and the aisles, remembering always that every man 
or woman occupying this imaginary stadium of crime is 
a thief, a robber, an embezzler, a holdup man, a gun moll 
or a murderer. That is a picture of the crime army which 
today marshals in its forces more than 4,300,000 criminals. 

“That is the underworld.” 

In addition to painting this word picture, Mr. Hoover 
pointed out that in .1030 the United States had: 

One felony every 24 seconds; 13,242 murders or man¬ 
slaughters during the year; 7881 sex crimes; 4.0,000 rob¬ 
beries; 47,534 cases of aggravated assault; 278,823 bur¬ 
glaries; 710,074 larcenies, and 213,712 cases of automo¬ 
bile theft. 

That is a grand total of one million, three hundred 
thirty thousand, five hundred twenty-six major crimes. 

The bill for that staggering p^erformance comes to 
$28,500 a minute; .$41,040,000 a day; or fifteen billion 
dollars a year. 

It is for reasons such as these that organized peace 
officers the country over are conducting just at this time 
a systematic campaign to educate peojile on the immen¬ 
sity of the problem, to educate young people on the futility 
of crime as a career, and to bring about all possible rem¬ 
edies for the situation.

A Great Idea—The Super-Hijijhway 

I F THE state highway commission goes through with its 
plan to widen the coast route through Orange county to 
100 feet with a “safety island” running down the center, 
road builders the world over will have an amazing exam¬ 
ple of modern construction upon which to base their plans 
for the future. 

Announcement of the great new project was made 
in yesterday’s .Journal by Highway Commissioner W. T. 
Hart of Carlsbad. 

Engineers have urged for a long time that a huge 
experimental super-highway be built somewhere in the 
United States upon which various theories of speed and 
safety could be tested, along with problems of traffic 
flow and congestion. 

Such a super-highway through Orange county, link¬ 
ing the metropolis of Los Angeles with the city of San 
Diego, would pirove an ideal artery upon which to develop 
the .study of modern automobile traffic. For it is certain, 
with the appalling death toll which is being piled peak 
high on our present highways and the vast increase in the 
number of automobiles, that something must be done soon. 

Traffic control is as yet a baby science, inexact and 
without sufficient figures and data on which to base sure 
and sound conclusions. 

Why couldn’t traffic stations be placed along the new 
super-highway for a deep) and thorough study of the prob¬ 
lem, just as modern science spends fortunes yearly to 
study and learn about the deadly bacteria which attack 
humanity with fatal results—although often no more 
fatally than the drunk or reckless driver? 

Scenic value of such a thoroughfare—along the blue 
Pacific with its yellow sands and gray crags—with palms, 
eucalyptus and other alluring foliage—would be incal¬ 
culable. 

It would become the most famous drive in all the 
world, no doubt. 

More power to the state highway commission for this 
splendid vision of a super-highway, ’fhe county should 
back the commissioners to the limit in making this vision 
a reality just as soon as the necessary legal machinery can 
be put in motion.

Just let every driver indulge in a little voluntary self- 
reform and make sure his lights are legal.
